The KLADNO concentration camp is composed of the following 
camps located in tne KLADNO area: 


NA SES Tl 
DUBI 
ZAPCTOCKY 
DRINT 


Inmates: About three hundred arrestees were detained in each 
of the camps. About 50 percent of them were Glovaks, Théér 
number is ‘steadily increased by new arrivals. The construction 
of néw cantonment buildin:s was started in the camps of NA SE. 
STEM, DUBI and DRINI in Nay 1949. Most of the arrestees were 
detained for sabotaze acts, bad performance in enterprises, 
attempt at illegal boréer erocsings and ORL Eee unreliability. 


a Concentration Camp of NA SES TEM 


In charge of the camps CISAR, a radical Communist. 
Guard Personnel: The guard personnel is usually composed of 
members of the SEB/PS (border units) who were formerly cendar- 
meric members ond were detached from border cuard rae | because 
of unreliability. toward the regime, Jorkins “hours étainees 
worked in the KONEV iron plant eight hours daily (6 a.m. to 
2 pete) and then in te camp until Nicntfall, "Indoctrination 
lectures", obligs tory for all detainees, werg held every evening. 
working conditions: About 50 percent of the estimated ten 
thousand workers in the KRCiEV iron plant were clovaks. lost of 
then are members of "volunteer lubor brigades" which were trans 
ferred to Czechos Lovakia in 1945 and 1946 for six monthe and 
; were not sent back, They are subject to the same working con- 
‘ ditions as the detainees but are allowed freedom outside their 
workings hours.

about 240 to 3uU arrestees wore cetained in the DUDT concentTa- 
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camp in July 1949, with 25 up to BO persons occupying one 
rocm. he foud was not toe bad, vith coffee in the morning, 


of bread every three days. tne food was said to be equivalent 
to 2,.lG calorics, ‘the arrestecs received ne pgayment, Wen per 
ecnt of the payment wus allezculy paid when the nrresteea were 
released. Whe remuinins: pay vas held for food, quarters, etc. 
Lettars to Geoencents and pachkaces were severe Ly censored. Zhe 
arrestees were oraniged inte three srouss, according to their 
terms of inprisonment; thoce of the secund wroup, composed of 
illesal border crossers, were allowed to speak to their depen- 
gents every siz months. he arrestees had to work in mines to 
vnich they were taken by the militia and handed over to mincrs, 


The following additional informatkon was available on the KLADHG 
esneentration camps 


Installation: ine KLADNG concentration camp had two sections, 
one section for persons sentenced in court, the other for as yet 
unsentenced persons. ‘The former section had about 1,2.C arrestees, 
the latter about SO. Guards: The suerd oersonnel is composed 

of 15 sNB members: those on duty in the section of sentenced 
arrestees were @quivocd sith submachine cuns. Food consisted of 
black coffice for breakfast, soun end potatoes for dinnersand 

black coffee plus about 5 ounces of bread for supper. 


CIGAR has charose of the canp; sLB Sst UIKA has eharge of the 
indoctrination courses held on sundays. The detainees vork 

from 5 a.m. to 4 p.m. in vurious plants such as the Poldi Iron 
works where they do the hardest ork at the blast furnaces. ‘They 
are suarded by the foctory police who wear black uniforus and are 
armed vith pistols, 


Lavor Camp of NOWAIW 
Phe eump had three unites 


Camp I (Vomen's Camp), Several women workin: in the kitchen of 
Camp I. (Ments camp) , all detainees knew about the situation in 
the Jomen's Camp). «bout a hu.dred women, including nuns, poli- 
tical prasoners, prostitutesgond shirkers vere detained in this 
eamp in curly June 1949, ‘They did the washin; and cleaning for 
the camp personnel of Camps I and II and worked in the camp far 
den, 


Camp II (Men's Camp). Zhe Men's Camp hed 12 wooden cuntonnent 
builéiness. vix hundred ona twenty men were detained there when 
source @scapea in carly July 1949. An averasze of from five to 

ten detulnees arrived auily, anc from three to five men were re~ 
leased weekly. he camp is overcrowded, ith 25 persons liv’ ng 

in a room of 20x25 feet. Mort of the detainees vzere intellectuals, 
suey wear convict's carb. The mayority worked in the mines of 
HOVAKY, some in state stora,e depts or private fircs and dnter. 
prises close to tre camp. Letainecs employed in the mines siork 
three shifts; tuc others from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. with one or two 
hours. for luneh depdndin:s oncthBuworkin: place. 

NB liaster ugt. CILLIE has charge of the camp administration; 

NB Set OMACKA supervises the camp. 

Camp III. Canp Til was shout 1,000 fect from Camp II and had 

8 to 10 wooden cantonnent builcings. It was not occupied during 
the period of infwmetion. Old-time detainees of Camp II stated ») 
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that the detainees of Camp III were transferred to the so- 
called "summer camp" TICHA DGLIUA (quiet valley), in PODK2I~ 
VANOK, Tatra iiountains, near the Polish bordexy, ‘here they 
were to werk in large woods. 


Labor Camp of VYKIAIOV 


the VYKUARCVY labor camp has a capacity of about 1,5C0 men. Kew 
dctainces are comaitted to work dcpeuding on their state of 
health snd amount of punisiment. They work under supervision 
of Sovicts. Some of the detainees work outside the canp in 
quarries or are engezed in the construction of concentration 
caps, garaljes, SNB buildings and water supply works. The VYK- 
UANCV camp is guarded by court inspcetors in blue uniforms. The 
camp commander is 4ZAHROVSKY. 


Other camps are located near the mines of BRUEX, LIPKCVICE, and 
HORKE LIGVVINCV. ive hundred detainces work in the ore mines 
of SLARKGV, 450 in the HNALIANKA ore mines, 550 in the ELIAS 
mines, ani 35C in the BARBARA mines. 


Corrective Lebor Cump of ERALUV DVUR, near PILSEN 


Two hundred and fifty detoinces from the BOZY penitentiary, 
near PILSEN, ave detained in the corrective labor camp of 
KRALUV DVUR. They are ;uarded by 3C militia meng and VYETA, 

a first insoector from BORY, REZABEK, is camp administrator. 
The convicts have to do hard labor for 12 to 15 hours daily. 
First Inspector VYLETA also forces danvcrously ill persons to 
work and up to 2C convicts weekly must be scent back to the BCRY 
penitentiary as they are eccompletely exhausted, 
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
